This decision is in response to applicant's request for refund filed in the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office on 03 March 2005. It has been treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181. 

BACKGROUND 

On 04 August 2003, applicant filed international application PCT/KZ03/00005, which claimed a 
priority date of 19 August 2002. A copy of the international application was communicated to the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) from the International Bureau on 26 February 2004. The 
deadline for entry into the national stage in the United States was midnight on 19 February 2005. 

On 07 February 2005, applicant filed a submission for entry into the national stage in the United 
States, accompanied by, inter alia, the U.S. Basic National Fee, the international search report and a 
declaration. 

On 03 March 2005, applicant filed a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 for a refund. 

DISCUSSION 

Applicant supplied a copy of the international search report with the submission for entry into the 
national stage. The additional $50 will be refunded to applicant's deposit account, as requested. 

However, a review of the declaration reveals non-initialed, non-dated alterations to the names of 
the attorneys, to the name of the law firm and to the correspondence address. 37 CFR 1 .52(c)(1). The oath 
or declaration must be submitted as it was executed by the inventors. The declaration does not comply 
with 37 CFR 1.497(a)-(b). A new oath or declaration and the surcharge for late filing of the oath or 
declaration are required. 

CONCLUSION 

For the above reasons, applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is GRANTED.
